That timcworn yet sterling phrase, 
"the paycboiogical moment," has a 
double relation to the tariff question 
at this time. Agitation for revlalon, 
according to oampaltn material, po- 
litical expediency and Bonip ocononilc 
reason, is flanked by a movement to 
acuUlly Ukc the tariff out of politics 
and politics out of tbe tariff. And this 
movement, launched a tsw weeks ago 
by some uf tho leading thinkers of tbe 
country, of tbe various political com- 
ptoxkNU and bualness training, has 
developed and proceeded to a degree 
which can only find foundation on Arm 
material. 

Construotad by Prealdent H. H. 
aross, of the Tariff Commiaslon 

League, an organiziit Ion recently 
formed in Chicago, and after wide oon- 
sultntlon and suggestion, a plan has 
been formulated for tbe establishment 
and maintenance of a flon-partisan 
tariff CommlBBion, "ilti long tenure of 
office, a aalary equal to that of a cab- 
inet oflloer, a permanent and automatic 
appropriation hy Congreaa and the 
broadest powers for investigation and 
research and recommendation. A slg- 
ntllcant pont is the provision for an 
actual non-partisan fMeral Commls- 

Hloii, the phraseology of the tentative 
bill to be submitted for approval by 
Congress being "No one political par- 
ty shall have a majority of the Com- 
mission.'' 

It is purposed to make tbe opera- 
tion of such a Commission, which does 
not deprive Congress of the Initiative 
or administrative power vesfed in it 
by the Constitution of the I'liited 
States, proceed to complete inquiry, 
have hearings where all aides shall 
be heard, sit with actual tariff-mak 

Ing branches of the national legi.sla- 
ture and recommend changes where 
tbe current provisions and reatrlctlous 
are found to be oppreaalve and one- 
sided. In other words, the Commis- 
sion Btudirs the tariff In all its 
phases fr'bm an economic and con- 
straotlva viewpoint and plaeaa In the 
banda of Congreaa tbe flndinga upon 
which the tariff can be constructed 
and changed for the good of all and 
with an intelligent grasp of tbo en- 
tire altuatlon. 

The tlmellneaa of such a movement 
In proven by the prompt Indorsement 
and offer of co-operation from all aoc- 
tlons, from all parties, from metro- 
politan and eountry newspapers, from 
industrial organizations, national 
state and local, agricultural ])reHs and 
organizations, labor boilioH and high 
officiala and many ot the leading wo- 
men of the eountry who are' taking a 
direct interest In public welfare. 

Agriculture and labor are given the 
same recognition and consideration as 
trade and oommerce and any branch 
of American industry. This is the 
first time In the tariff history of tliis 
country that special interests have 
no advantage, either In representation 
or opportunity ot hearing. The effort 
of the Tariff Commission League to 
stir public sentiment and Htimulate 
popular support for such a meaaure 
aa propoaad Is worthy ot tha fullest 
oo-operatlon and indorsement. 

When such people get togetlier on a 
general plan directed toward economic 
adjustment and general relief of a 
burdenaoua problem, It la time for 
every American dtlsen to recognize 
the fact that there la something worth 
while on foot. Tbe names of the ac- 
tive supporters of the Tariff Commis- 
sion League, Including olBcers and 
members of the advisory committee, 
are such as Thomas .\. Kilison, Jumea 
J Hill, Warren S. Stone, Grand Chief 
o' tbe Order of Locomtive Engineers; 
F. D. Cobum, ex-Secretary of AgriCbl- 
ture of Kansas; cx-Governor W. D. 
Hoard, known as "the Father of the 
Dairy Industry;" John Mitchell, chair- 
man of tbe Labor Commission of the 
State of New York: Oeorge W. Per- 
kins, Judge Charles B. Ames, ex-Su- 
preme Justice of Oklahoma; Ike T. 
Pryor, of San Antonio, Texaa. one of 
the leading oattle men and commer- 
cial figures of the Southwest; Mrs. 
I'ercy V. I'enuypacker, president of 
the Ueoerai I-'ederatlon of Woman's 
Clubs; Miss Jane Addams, tha famous 
civic worker ; N. W. Harris, founder of 
the banking concern of N. W. Harria & 
Sons; E. P. Jlipley, prealdent of the 
A., T. ft 8. F. railway; Henry M. Byl- 
lesby, head of the fSmoua electrical 
engineering and couHtruction concern 
bearing his name; Clarence S Kunk. 
farmer general manager of the Inter- 
national Harvester Company; Uonry 
D. Lindaey, mayor of Dallas, Texas; 
Burrldge D. llutler, president Anvi- 
cultural Publlshertt' Assixiation; 
John J. Mitchell, president Illinois 

Truat an4 Savings Bank; Frank a. 
Logan, prealdent of the National Al- 
falfa Orowers' Association, and inany 
other of importance In tbe affairs of 
tbe nation. 

It roust be remambarsd that there 
bi no reflection upon tha eharaeter and 
ability of iiieiiiherH of Congress, but 
the Tariff Commisiion League in its 
plan aaaamas, and Juatly ao, that it is 
beyond human power to support and 
absorb all details, sidelights and In- 
numerabcl angI(>H to every phase of 
tbe tariff sobedule. To contend that 
this work of raaanrah shovld be dale- 
gated to a rapraaentatiw and reliable 
body of aaalyata la cvy common 
seuae. The European rouflitt pre- 
sents a situation never before met by 
any eountry and tha Vattad Mrtaa kna 
a tfemendoua reaponslMUty at home 
and abroad in its tariff. 



DEMOCRATU; ADIIIMIHTRATION 
tXTBBHBLT pAMIBIBi 

Ledger Special Correspondenoa. 

Washington, D. C— The luolto of 
tbia administration is "Put none but 
Demoorata on fuard." Tha delicacy 
of foreign relationa, the gravity ot nar 
tlonal affairs makea no dlflbrance. 
Business, finance and diplomacy, In 
which there is no real partisanship 
are given a parUaan tinge by thia ad- 
ministration and the "deserving Demo- 
crats" have l>een recognized. Some 
of them were later fully found o>it, as 
in the case of Minister Sullivan, who 
went to San Domingo. 

This spirit of Intense and bitter par- 
tisanship has been strangely Incon- 
sistent with the fact that this Is a mi- 
nority administration— but consistency 
hss long since ceased to ba an admin- 
IbI ration virtue. 

The first evidence of the unyield- 
ing partisan purpose of the Dnmo- 
crau oama, naturally, with the loot- 
ing of the foriegn service— though in 
this there wiiH the attenuated excuse 
that diplomatic representatives are 
the personal apokeamen for tha Pres- 
ident a^Td ahould therefore ba In po- 
litical sympathy with him. 

Then came the naming of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board. Tbe currency 
bill was aa much a RepubUoan meas- 
ure as a Di tuocratic measure. Its 
most useful features were those which 
were taken from the late Senator Aid- 
rich's plan— and these were put into 
the bill chiefly at Republican Inalst- 
en( ('. At any rate, the iiteusurc was 
supposed to be uon-partlsau In Its 
operation and national in Its scope. 
Vet tbe choice of tbe reserve cities 
demonstrated a Jealous sectionalism 
run riot, and when the orlKlnal per- 
sonnel of the board was named it 
had none but Damocrata upon It Bvan 
now It haa no member recognlsad as 
an out and out Republican. 

The Federal Trade Commission is 
another case in point This board, 
national and even tntemattonal In Ita 
Jurisdiction, was advertised In ad- 
vance to be made up of the greatest 
minds In the land, re>;arilless of pol- 
itics. Tbe appointments were de- 
layed for months in order, it waa aatd, 
lo permit the choice of the very best 
null. Vet only one of the appointr>(>fi 
has a shadow ot a claim to being t 
Republican. 

And now comes a third instance 
.Secretary MeAdoo has Just selected the 
internatiinal High Commlssiun which 
\^as authorised by the Pan-American 
Financial Congreaa laat spring and 
which will constitute the court of last 
resort In case of friction in tho trade 
relations between this country and 
Latin America. This body will have 
snnio delffate functions to perform, 
and though trade is non-purtlsan, 
there is t)nly one of the nine men 
vvhoni .Mr. McAdoo baa choaen who ia 
recognised at once as a RepubUoan. 

It may be that the Democratic party 
has a monopoly of the brains and tbe 
ability in this country. There are at 
least two opinions about that But 
there ia only one opinion as to the 
purpose of the present administration 
to grab everything in sight for "de- 
serving Democrats," while tha gmb- 
blng is gooST

More than 37 per cent of the world's 
total of railroad tracks is in tho 
United Btntea, tha aggregate being 
over 684,600 mtlea, of which this 
country has about 264,700 mllea, these 
ilgures being up to the and of the 
year 1*11, aa oonplled by tha Royal 
Ptuaalan Department of Public Works 
and recently publiahed here by the 
Bureau of Railway Newa and Statiatlcs 
at Ghieaio. Aa last year"* eonatrnc- 
tlon in the United Statea waa only 
about 1,600 miles, the total here ia now 
approximately 256,000 miles, this in- 
cluding 660 miles of line in Alaaka. 

For aonw yaara Germany baa been 
keeping account of the growth of rail- 
roads in the world, and the flgurea pre- 
sented annually seem to be generally 
and rightfully regarded with reapect, 
for while It la practically Impoaslble 
l3 accumulate absolutely accurate 
data concerning so largo a subject, it 
may be aaserted that the statistics 
given are aa aoeorata aa It la poaatble 
to have them. 

Apparently all America looks alike 
to German eyes, for the total of rail- 
road mileage on thia aide of the Ai- 
iantic la published as of North and 
South America, viz., 353,467 miles; 
n"Xt comes Kurope with 214,065 miles, 
then Asia with only 67,061 miles, 
Africa with but 17.472 mllea. and laat- 
ly Australia with •2\.'>r>'J miles. Thus 
it will be observed that the total for 
the I'nilcd States is 40,000 milea great- 
LM- than the total for all of Europe, and 
moreov<>r. It Is about 216,000 miles 
greater tliiin the total fur the next 
largest railroad nation, (ierinany, 
which has slightly less than 4i),000 
miles. Constr action of railroada In 
the world la annually from about 16.- 
iMH) to 17,000 miles, the ttrnl figure Ink- 
ing the tutiii for VJli, one of the very 
pooreat of yeara for railroad bnild- 
ing. 

Railroad mileage with respect to 
area is densest in lielniuni. where 
there are forty-eight miles of railroad 
for every 100 aqua re mllea of land. 
.-Aaxony, one of the German kingdoms, 
ranks next, with thirty-four miles; 
Hadon, a grand duchy, about twenty - 
live .and a half miles, while ail Ger- 
many la only nineteen milea. Great 
Uritain Is slightly more, 19.3 miles. 

Continuing this comparison, it Is 
revealed that although the I'nlted 
Statea aa a whole averagea but little 
more than seven milea of railroad 

per 100 snuare miles of ana, ttie 
slate of New Jersey nas nearly iniriy 
and three-fourths miles, Massacbu- 
setta over twanty-aix mllaa, Pennsyl- 
vania nearly twenty-flva and three- 
fourths miles, Ohio nearly twenty-two 
and a half mllea, and lUlnoia nearly 
twanty-ona and n halt mllea. Theae 
ngurea ahow up well In oompariaon 
with most of the European countries 
excepting Belgium, which is sniall and 
denaely popnlated.

»ar, and then the American menu 
fiietiirers of fabrics found the dye sup- 
ply suddenly cut off, and the American 
dye makers nnabta to mee the demand. 
Iln(T,ilo ha.s one of the largest and 
best of this country's dye-inaking es- 
tuhlishnient In the big Schoellkopf 
plant on the Buffalo river, but It haa 
alwaya been rather dlffleult for the 
(lye niakerH of thi.s roiintry to com- 
pete with foreign manufacturers on 
account of the difference In wage 
scalea of the two countrlea. 

The salvation ot the dye-making In- 
<li:Htry in this country hi the present 
time rests in a reviaton of tho tariff 
which will equalise the differenoa in 
tho cost of labor between the two 
countrlea. The skilled worklngmen 
in the dye industries of the I'nited 
Statea arc paid approximately five 
timea as much aa the aame class of 
Inl>or In foreign countries. Tho difil- 
ciilty of competing under such condi- 
tions is readily apparent, and by rea- 
son of the tremendous volumne of dye- 
stuffs used in this oonntry It seems 

that the government should take the 
necessary steps to protect the Amer- 
ican manufacturer and workman, not 
to the extent of enabling him to raiae 
the price ot hia products to an exces- 
sive figure, b\it sufficiently hinh to 
enable him to continue to pay the 
Amarkaa rata of wages and yat com- 
l)ote on an even basis with the for- 
eign manufacturer.

A valise that may be uaed In emer- 
gi-ncies as a life preserver promises to 
be a neceaaary part of the equipment 
of tha oaretal tmvalar la tha near 
future. It is the invention of John 
li. Edmund, a young Norwegian. 

The new combination traveling bag 
life preeerver is to all outward ap- 
pearaacea an ordinary hand bag. 
However, It Is e(iulpped with a pair 
iif waterproof trousers which, to- 
gether with the valise proper, formn 
a buoyant, water-tight ault There 
are also provided two fln-like bags in 
which the wearer can place his arms, 
and, if he so desires, propel himself 
through tha water. Tha body ot tha 
caae la equipped jgith a window and 
two air valvea which may be locked 
from the Inside. It is optional with 
the wearer whether the bag portion 
la closed or not, since the salt will 
not sink. The position ot the wearer 
uhen in the water is one of perfect 
comfort; he may stand upright, lean 
on one arm or reat on the back or aide 
without danger ot tipping. Sufllcient 
food to last for several days can be 
taken Into a compurtuteut Intended 
for the purpose in the suitcase por- 
tion. Should an accident befall the 
outer covering, there ia an emergency 
air bun whirli may be blown up from 
the inside and which will provide the 
necessary buoyancy to keep the suit 
and lU occupant floating. Tha wearer 
o fthe suit may remain in the water 
for from four to five days without 
danger of sinking or death by ex- 
posure, and in thaae daya of the per- 
fected wireless telegraph It ia ael- 
dom more than a few boura iMfore rea- 
cuers are on the scene attar tiM link- 
ing of a vessel. 

Normally, the tapoaera portion and 
the flns of the life preaerver are fold- 
ed compactly Into the bottom of tha 
suitcase, leaving ample room for any- 
thing one aMty wish to carry In the 
bag proper.

Many a mother has 
wept bitter tears of anguish knowing 
that abe alone waa to blame for the 
loaa ot aight la bar babgr'a aye, through 
her carelessness. If she had not al- 
lowed the child to get within reach 
of scissors, pins, knives, etc., or per- 
hapa If the child had not beea allow- 
ed to run aoroas the room with the 
doll In her arras, she would not have 
fallen, breaking the doll's eyes and 
having her own eyea cut by the broken 
bits ot glaaa. Many ot thaae prevent- 
ible aocldenta can be avoided by ualag 
.1 little care and ordinary common 
sense. Not alone in the care of In- 
fants, but with adulta engaged in or- 
dinary household employments aa well 
a little extra precaution will often 
prevent serious results from oppar- 
entiy trivial accidenta.
